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President: Ladies and 

Gentlemen, 

The aim of today's mee¬ 
ting is to evaluate the cour¬ 
se and the results of the 
conference, which finished 
yesterday, in an objective 
and critical manner. But 
first of all allow me to 
give you as members of 
the Organizing Committee, 
my warmest thanks on 
behalf of the Executive 
Committee of our Society 
for (helping us to overco¬ 
me) coping with the consi¬ 
derable and varied prepa¬ 
ratory work. We are plea¬ 
sed to be able to say that 
there were no major break¬ 
downs, although some 
details could definitely 
have been managed 
better, something which 
shouldn't be forgotten when 
planning and preparing for 
our next conference. May 
I ask for some comments 
on your impressions, expe¬ 
riences, and suggestions. 

Dr. Amin: I think it would 
again be worthwhile to 
criticise the length of the 
various lectures and con¬ 
tributions, especially as 
regards the ten minute lec¬ 
tures. The lecturing pace 
of the various speakers was 
greatly speeded up due to 
this enforced concentra¬ 
tion, and many speakers 
exceeded the given time 
limit. Thus for many mem¬ 
bers of the audience the

Of course, 
such exhibitions mean a 
considerably greater de¬ 
gree of effort on behalf of 
the authors, although the 
advantages are obvious, 
as has been repeatedly pro¬ 
ved at other conferences. 
As far as the morning ses¬ 
sions are concerned, which 
mainly dealt with short 
talks, we can say that the 
time allotted to each spea¬ 
ker was quite sufficient.

On future occasions it 
would certainly be practi¬ 
cal to demand that each 
speaker send in his lecture 
in advance, so that the in¬ 
terpreters can prepare their 
work in good time. It may 
also be possible to agree 
to two conference langua¬ 
ges only and to declare the 
decision sinding on (com¬ 
pulsory for) all. Such a 
solution would without 
doubt enliven the discu¬ 
ssion. 

Dr Tanaka: I welcome 
this suggestion and would 
propose English and Ara¬ 
bic as the two official lan¬ 
guages, as every scientist 
active in our field cannot 
manage nowadays without 
a thorough knowledge of 
these two languages and 
the constant appraisal of 
the comprehensive tech¬ 
nical literature. 
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Dr Fisher: II me parait 
qu'un autre point critique 
etait la qualite de la traduc¬ 
tion simultanee. Cela est 
notamment vrai pour les 
discours ayant des termi¬ 
nologies specialises. II 
etait tout simplement trop 
pour certains traducteurs. 
Dans de futures occasions, 
il sera certainement plus 
pratique de demander a 
chaque orateur d’envoyer 
son di scours a Tavance, 
pour que les interpretes 
puissent preparer leur tra¬ 
vail en temps utile. II sera 
peut-etre possible de s’ac- 
corder sur deux langues 
de conference seulement 
et de declarer que la deci¬ 
sion est applicable sur tous. 
Une telle solution va sans 
doute animer la discussion. 
Dr Tanaka: je suis d'accord 
avec cette suggestion et je 
propose l’Anglais et l’Ara- 
be comme les deux langues 
officielles, car toute activite 
scientifique dans notre 
domaine ne peut pas se 
debrouiller sans une con- 
naissance approfondie de 
ces deux langues et reva¬ 
luation constante de la lit¬ 
erature technique compre¬ 
hensive. 
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President: Has anybody 
else anything to add on this 
matter? Please go ahead, 
Dr Svoboda. 

Dr Svoboda: I share the 
opinion of our arabic colle¬ 
ague and am also in favour 
of having English and ger¬ 
man as the binding confe¬ 
rence languages. Besides, 
we could save ourselves 
the expense of interpret- 
ters. 

President: Any further 
comments on this matter? 
No? Then we will recom¬ 
mend your proposals to 
the Executive Committee. 
Professor Robinson: I 
should like to broach yet 
another question. In my 
opinion the lunch break 
was too short; other than 
over lunch itself there was 
hardly any time for the 
fruitful discussion (exchan¬ 
ge of views/opinions) spar¬ 
ked off by the short spee¬ 
ches in the mornings. Then 
I should like to remark on 
how the quality of the 
loud-speaker system did 
not come up to our expec¬ 
tations, as people in the 
back rows could someti¬ 
mes hardly understand a 
word!

So¬ 
me were unrecognizable 
from the back rows and 
the audience accordingly 
reacted with impatience. 
Unfortunately, some of 
the slides were overfilled, 
and others had far too 
small writing on them. 
Future regulations should 
definitely contain instruct- 
tions and demands for a 
uniform presentation of 
(the) slides. 


President: These are all im¬ 
portant recommendations 
which we must discuss and 
pass on to the Executive 
Committee and the other 
relevant committees. 
Professor Koslowski:

President: Please go ahead, 
Professor Koslowski.

As I have discovered by 
personal talks with several

Perhaps we should 
have tried to involve the 
foreign participants even 
more. 

President: I'm sure that is 
right, although we were 
faced by certain linguistic 
problems at the working 
lunch. This cannot, of cour¬ 
se, ever be avoided com¬ 
pletely. If there are no fur¬ 
ther comments, as 1 assu¬ 
me to be the case, then- I 
suggest we go on to the 
appraisal of the con-tent. 
By way of a summa-ry, 
one can surely say that 
there was a great different- 
ce in the level (standard) 
of the various lectures.

There is no doubt that 
here also questions of the 
equipment of the various 
laboratories are of signifi¬ 
cance. 

Professor Robinson: In this 
context I also have a pro¬ 
blem. From the abstracts 
submitted to our study 
group it wasn't always 
clear whether the lecture 
announced would prove 
to be of reasonable quality. 
In future it is bound to be 
an important function of 
the Programme Commi¬ 
ttee to exercise greater 
influence on the informa¬ 
tive content of the short 
talks, and to return inade¬ 
quate abstracts to the au¬ 
thors, if necessary. 

Dr Colombo: As far as the 
quality of the lectures on 
experimental results is 
concerned, I don't think 
you can put them all in 
one basket. I especially

Thus in many discussions 
the proportion of the talks 
about basic problems to 
those about results relevant 
in practice was said to be 
very good and this satis¬ 
factory balance should in 
future be kept. 


President: Thank you very 
much for your valuable 
remarks. If, as I can alrea¬ 
dy see, nobody has any¬ 
thing to add, we ought to 
draw some conclusions 
for our further work. Dr 
Schneider, I should like 
you to take the responsibi¬ 
lity of making the impor¬ 
tant results of this confe¬ 
rence available to all mem¬ 
bers of our society by 
means of a short notice in 
the Society's Journal. 

The Executive Committee 
of our Society should also 
consider holding a conti- 
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panier. J’ai notamment 
aime les contributions des 
groupes d’etude de Mos- 
cou et de Zurich puis- 
qu’elles etaient tres ins- 
tructtives pour beaucoup 
d’auditeurs.

Dr Winter, would 
you be so kind as to make 
out the report of the course 
and results of this confe¬ 
rence for our scientific 
periodical? Further details 
of this can be obtained 
from the Executive Com¬ 
mittee. Finally I should 
like to ask Professor Ro¬ 
binson and Dr Svoboda to 
prepare the plan of trave¬ 
lling activities for the next 
two years. Here we should 
aim especially at visiting 
those scientific centres 
which have reported out¬ 
standing achievements 
here. Are the colleagues 
named prepared to take
